Prior to Jan, 18, 1871, the German 
eupire, as we know it today, bad no 
existenve.

‘That his father had heen murdered by a desperate prisorier in the 
Provincial Penitentiary at Edmonton, was the awful news recéived on 
Thureday last by Mr. T. M. Stedman, a leading business-man of La- 
combe. The particutars of the tragedy are as follows: 


The carpenter shop of Edmon- 
ton penitentiary was the scene of 
a terrible murder Thursday ‘mor- 
ning at-half-past ten o'clock, The 
deputy warden of the institution, 


Murmuring the words, ‘“War- 
den,” ‘“‘Warden,’’ Stedman Sank 
to the floor, The five other eon- 


viets at once came to the assis- 
tance.of the instructor, who sum- 


Richard H. Stedman, recognized , noned the guard, and then has- 


as one of the most capable prison | 


officials in Canada, now lies cold 
in death in the hospital ward with 
n frightful yaping wound at the 
back of his head. The blow, 
which was inflicted with an axe 
in the hands of one of the three 
life convicts, named Garry R. 
Barrett, sentenced for the murder 
of jis stepson at North Battleford, 
alinost half severed the head from 
the shoukders. The deputy war- 
who was taken completely 
unawares, sank to the floor, and in 
ten mimutes was lifeless. After 
the blew the murderer quietly 
surrendered and was jocked up in 
his eell. 

The deputy warded had left the 
office of Warden McCauley about 
twenty-five minutes after ten 
o'vlock, for a tour of the buildings. 
He went clirect to the carpenter 
shop, which is in part of a 
Vvuikling recently erected at the 
rear of the yard.

A. Pope, aud six convicts, inchka- 
ding Barrett, who is known among 
the officials as No. 1385, 
in carpenter work, he leaned over 
the beneh with bis back to the 
couvicts to speak ty the instructor. 

Tu ay imstayt Barreit had pick- 
ed up a short carpenter's axe that 
was lying nearby and advancing 
a step towards the unsuspecting 
wan, struck bim a fearful blow 
with the sharp end of the instru- 
ment, The axe struck the back 
of the head at the base of the 
skull and half severed the head 
from the trunk.

When the warden reached the 
spot, life was almost extinct, but 
the fast-expiring man looked at 
him with glazed eyes and again 
murmured ‘Warden,’ but could 
say no more. Ina minute or two 
later, before anything could be 
done, life was extinct, 

The body was at once removed 
to the hospital ward and Dr, Forin, 
the prison physician, summoned. 
Barrett was taken to a cell by ¢

The late Richard Stedman had 
ocoupied the position of deputy 
warden eyer since the peniten- 
tiary was established here. He 
came to Edmonton from Pene- 
tanguishene, Ont., where he was 
deputy warden of the asylum and 
previously deputy warden ‘of the 
Central prison in Toronto. 

He was regarded as a most 
capable official and the excellent 
record of administration won by 
the Edmonton penitentiary since 
its start in 1906, was largely due 
to his experience of over a quar- 
ter of a century in that line of 
work, 


Warden MoCauley speaks in 
the highest terms.of his late de- 
puty, whom he appreciated more 
and more as he saw the good ef- 
fects of his management of offi- 
cials and prisoners. The only 
criticism that has ever been offered 
of his work has been that he was 
strict, but as time went on it be- 
came apparent that strictness was 
& prime necessity to discipline in 
an institution of this kind. : 

The late deputy resided in the 
building with his wife, who is 
prostrated over the affair. He 
leaves alsu two sons, one of whom, 
Johu, was formerly in the tire de- 
partment, and is now in the R.N.

THE INQUEST. 

That Richard H; Stedman met 
his death at the Alberta peniten- 
tiary on Thursday, April 15, 1909) 
by a blow on the head inflicted 
with an axe in the: hands of Garry 
R. Barrett, a life convict, was the 
yerdict which was given this af- 
ternoon at the inquest held by 
Coroner Forin, which opened at 
the Penitentiary,, and whish re- 
sumed at ten o'clock this morning. 

The evidence submitted by Iu. 
stractor Pope and the four prison- 
oners, who were in the carpenter 
shop at the time ef the murderous 
assault, showed that there was no 
provocation and, that there was 
absoiutely no qonspiracy among 
the prisoners to gain their liberty. 
Warden MoCauley, in bis evidence, 
said, tbat on the’day previons to 
the crime Barrett had compluined 
to him that the’ Deputy Warden 
would not Jet him see the deotor. 
As far as is kuown, this is the 
only possible cause for the malice 
which Barrett bere to the Deputy 
Warden. LKvidence was given 
that Barrett, who was known as 
convict No. 135. had a violent tem- 
per and was uiven to grumbling, 
because, as be claimed, be bad 
not been given a fair trial on the 
ebarge of murder, which brought 
him to tbe penitentiary. He 
seemed to have more of & grudge 
azainst his keepers than against 
these who seut him there 

“JT considered him a low, saeak- 
ing coward,” said Warden MoCau.- 
ley, in his evidence, “and 1 often 
told the Deputy Warden to look 
out for that mun.” 

The jurors at the inquest were:

Then I 
heard a heavy thud and the deputy 
warden fell: towards me. I looked 
up and saw convict No. 135 with- 
drawivg bis arm wiih aa axe in 
his hand.” 

“I tried to catch the deputy 
warden when I turned,” continued 
the witness, ‘but his weight was 
too heavy and he fell opposite my 
bench. Four convicts ran to guy 
assistance. Oonvict Barrett still 
held the axe in his hand. I told 
him to drop the axe and he re. 
marked, ‘I will not hurt you, Mr 
Pope.’ IJ said, ‘Drop that axe; I 
will be careful you hurt no. one 
else.’ I left the building and ao- 
quainted the warden of the facts 
and telephoned for the doctor. 

“On my return I found the de 
puty warden was almost dead.

Bdges 
parallel, evidently made at .one 
blow with some eharp instrament; 
It extended through the ofanial 
bone at ite upper end, the posterior 
extremity sinking deeply into. the 
muscles of the neck.

banded him over.to Keeper Gum. 
inge, who looked him-in the ‘cell.
